till 
late in life. They b al bad so m i'h t f 
office, like Solomon had of rich-a and 
pleasure, that some of them tnougbt that 
politics is vanity—all is van I/. I t was 
a very natural expression coming from a 
very natural feeling. A I fo abandoned 
to politics, with nil its ups and downs, 
its 
disappear t men ta 
and 
vexatious, 
oan hardly be less than vanity in the end. 
Thie was the experience of Webster, and 
Clay more than once had this unpleas, 
ant experience, and liken i«e have scores 
of persons whose lives have keen spent 
in political fields. 
When ttmith M. Weed, the democratic 
sage of New York, was asked in regard 
to this great question, he answered: 
There ia nothing so Accept ve as poli­ 
ties. 
A young man who adopts politics 
aa a profession is reckless and paving the 
way for an 'impecunious existence 
He 
is not a cit zen who is going to assist in 
elevating a n i improving toe community 
in which he Ii vee, but rather expects to 
Host on a tidal wave of popularity to of­ 
fice and the emoluments thereof. As a 
tole,, indeed, nine times on! of ten, he 
is caught in the ebb tide and is carried 
to 
shallows 
and 
disappointment. 
Such is 
the fats of the 
aspiring 
professional 
political 
office 
seeker. 
I believe that all young men should tote 
so interest in politics and go to the p o l­ 
and vote. Blob men can indulge in pol­ 
itics as a pastime, aud even then they are 
often sadly disappointed. In large cities 
oi . 
hfl there are a few men who oan 
beooths pre cessional politicians and eke 
oat a rather unsatisfactory existence, lf 
a yonng man, with the eloquence of Cic­ 
ero, the diplomacy of Bismarck and the 
brilliancy of Gladstone, should ask me 
wbethel he should adopt politics as a 
professor, I would say, unless you are 
_ v cag £ i^ n d independent, don’t. 
Senator John C. Spooner wovld advise 
all yonng men to take an interest in pol­ 
ities—that is, to vote, help organise cau­ 
cuses and conventions, and Bee that good 
men are nominated and elected, but ba 


breaking of the democrat.c blunder 
of 1888, the democratic New York S od 
furnishes its party with this gentle re­ 
mark :

Mr. John B. McLean, the editor of the 
Cincinnati Enquirer, a man who bas seen 
many political failures, and who under­ 
stands political life aa well aa any other 
man in the country, gives the advise 
of Wisdom: “ Why, a young man is 
insane to go into politics. There is noth 
log to be gained and all to lose. Success 
in one or two instances is no security 
that for the rest of bis naturel life be 
may not score failures. Any profession 
or business is better, and will bring more 
contentment and more genuine happi­ 
ness . The political cffioe seeker's life is 
one strewn with shards and flints, and 
the young man who willfully aud pre­ 
meditatedly selects politics aa a pursuit 
• r calling has a mental structure that 
certainly should be inquired into by 
proper authorities.” 
The best way for young men is to 
avoid th e uncertainties of politics, to 
build a life on solid business principles, 
to study politics, to vote aa his intelli­ 
gence diotatcr, to aid in all worthy polit­ 
ical movements, but not neglect bitti­ 
ness nor waste time or money in cffice- 
seeking as a profession. 
What every 
yonng man should do is to establish him 
■elf in business and a home that cannot 
be earned away by any polit ical failures 
or ohange in politics.

rulers of Italy. 
Among other recent in­ 
sults to the church was the demonstration 
in honor of Giordano Bruno. 
Tho Italian 
government, salting to detach the people 
trom the church, opposed the action of 
the Pope in every way. 
His holiness referred to the temporal 
power as necessary to the independence 
and liberty of the Pope in the exercise of 
hit mission, and declared that he did not 
claim the restoration of the temporal 
power from human motives. 
It was his 
right, and he was required to preserve it 
intact and transmit it to his successor as 
one of the unalienable treasures of the 
Christian faith. 
The new Italian penal 
code just coming into operation also at­ 
tacked the just liberty of the clergy and 
hindered their work with new obstacles, 
An 
additional 
wound 
was about 
to 
be inflicted 
upon 
the church 
by 
the 
law 
regarding charitable 
trusts, which 
had 
recently 
been 
enacted with unseemly haste. 
This was 
fresh step in the endeavor to efface 
every vestige of religion from civil institu­ 
tions. By this law all pious establishments 
were to be suppressed or transferred, 
especially those for the dowering of girls 
entering convents, and those by which it 
was provided that masses should he said 
of the souls of the dead. This law violated 
the wishes of the founders of all those 
charities. 
Priests were excluded from 
the benet!ts of charitable institutions and 
women were admitted to such benefits. 
It 
was argued that charry should be secular 
in order that it mightue more acceptable. 
But, indeed, the unfortunate u s too proud 
sometimes to accept Christian charity, and 
outside the church there is no true charity. 
Other blows also have been leveled at the 
church by the invasions of the civil power 
forcing itself into sacred things. 
For a 
time oil these things might embarrass the 
church, but they can never definitely 
change its coarse. 
The Riforma says the violence of the 
language used in the Pope's allocution 
will not prevent Italy from being governed 
in harmony witn the necessities of progress 
and the aspirations of her people.

E vidence Introduced Before the 
Com m ittee at New York. 
N ew Y ork, 
Jan. 
I .—Mr. 
Ellis H. 
Roberts, 
sub-treasurer 
of the United 
States, was the first witness called before 
the Canadian committee. 
Tho witness 
gave it as his opinion that the present 
commercial relations with Canada were 
advantageous to tbe United States. 
Re­ 
stricted trade, as it ie now, 
Mr. Roberts 
believed, would act materially toward the 
annexation of Canada to the United States. 
lf the United States permitted Canada to 
bring her products to this market free of 
duty and dispose of them, Canada woald 
have no desire to become annexed to this 
country. 
She would then have gained all 
she desired. 
We pay bettor wages here 
and have a better market, and it would be 
inadvisable to throw such a field open to 
Canada. 
The wages paid on this side are 
from 25 to 331-3 per cent hlgber.than those 
paid in Canada. 
Charles H. Pew, of John Pew & Son, of 
Gloucester, testified that his firm was en­ 
gaged in fitting out fishing vessels. 
Each 
vessel averaged about fifteen men. 
Own- 
ers supplied the outfit and the crew worked 
the vessel on shares. 
The cruise some­ 
times lasted six months. 
Fishermen often 
had |300 apiece at the end of tbe eeafon 
as their share. 
There had been sea­

$1,000. 
Senator Hoar asked witness for his views 
as to the value of crews of fishing vessels 
of Gloucester for services in the navy in 
the event of war. 
Mr. Pew replied that 
the fishermen were always eagerly sought 
after to serve in the navy. 
About one- 
seventh of the population of Gloucester 
took active part in the late war. 
Their 
calling as fishermen necessarily made them 
brave. 
A naval reserve could be found 
among them. 
Referring to the subject of Canada’s 
treatment of American fishermen, 
Mr. 
Pew said Americans cared nothing tor a 
three-mile lim it 
What they did want 
was the right to get such conveniences 
as 
flour, 
bait, 
etc., 
when 
in 
Canada. 
Such 
privileges 
were not 
necessities but rather conveniences. 
It 
was not the refusal of the Canadian gov­ 
ernment to permit the American fishermen 
such privileges as the manner of the refus­ 
al thereof. 
The committee adjourned to meet in 
Washington.
